-Tae Qustoms returns for the quarter. epding 
September 80th are as usual of much in- 
terest. They show n coutinuance of the 
large incredso in the import, of Grey Goods, 
which haa formed the most’ striking feature 
of foreiga trade during the past year. At 


Shirtings for the quarter under notice is 
1,318,840 pieces, against 1,027,764 pieces in 
1870; whilo T Cloths figure 1,010,754 pieces 
- against 598,967 pieces in 1870; and Drills of 
all kinds 211,000 piecos against 148,000. The 
inrease, which has been going on is unpre. 
cedented, and of coprse fully aecounta for the 
unsatisfactory state of the prices which havo 
at times ruled aod, as has been surmised: 
in some directions, is probably one of. the 
causca of the stringency in the native money 
murket at Shanghai, which bas recently at- 
tracted so much attention. It is most 
likely that the natives{hold large stocks, as 
although the imports of manufactured goods 
- have been excessive, buying. has gone on 
stendily, and: it is very doubtfal, enpecially 
jn view of the disastrous flood’ at Tientsia, 
whother consumption can hava been pro- 
ceeding at a proportionate rate. At -all 
events, at Tieptsin, we find on reference to 
the returns, that, both Grey Shirtings and 
Drills hava been imported during the third 
quarter of this year to. au amount very little 
over that for the corresponding period of last 
year, while the import of. Drills shows = 
marked falling off.
